had received assurances from many 
councilmen who 
had voted fi r the 
lease last week th a t they would sup­ 
port him la his veto. 
Leaders of tho 
Republican organization which is ad­ 
vocating the lease continue to rem ain 
silent. 
There are, however, signs that 
some of the councilmen are breaking 
aw ay under trem endous pressure from 
their constituents and will probably go 
along with the mayor. 
The all-absorb­ 
ing point of in terest is w hether the 
m ayor will succeed in getting enough 
to defeat the bill when it shall come 
up next T hursday for passage over 
his veto. The organization still stands 
on Its statem ent th a t It will pass the 
ordinance in spite oi his disapproval. 
The record up to date shows th a t the 
m ayor has ten select councilmen and 
twenty m em bers of the common coun­ 
cil with him. 
In select council there 
are forty-two mem bers. 
To pass the 
ordinance over the mayor’s veto the 
organization 
needs 
twenty-six 
votes 
and the mayor seventeen to sustain 
him. 
The m em bership of the common 
council is eighty-four. 
H ere the or­ 
ganization 
needs 
fifty-one 
and 
the 
mayor thirty-four. 
The strip. 
- to hold or win council­ 
men is growing hotter and m any of 
the “city fath ers” have expressed the 
wish that they had never been elected 
to the legislative body. 
They declare 
th a t they owe all their success In life 
to the organization and that it would 
be an extrem e act of disloyalty to go 
back on their lenders in a time of trou­ 
ble. 
Then on the otb'T hand the pres­ 
sure brought to bear by neighbors and 
other constituents and even business 
associates to abandon the organization 
and uphold tim mayor Is so great that 
they do not know what they will do. 
Some of the councilmen are pursued 
even info tho privacy of their homes, 
and delegations ere calling on them at 
all hours of the day and night.

N early all the prom inent party leaders 
w ere lined up with Bookwalter’s for­ 
m er lieutenants against him, and they 
say they have him defeated, but the 
party 
workers 
swarm ed 
about 
his 
h eadquarters until a late hour in great 
enthusiasm . 


Both sides in the rare for the Re 
publican nom ination for mayor claimed 
a victory in the prim aries held last 
night for the election of precinct com­ 
m itteem en who will compose the or­ 
ganization during the ensuing cam ­ 
paign. 
Chairm an Logsdon of the city 
com m ittee declared that 80 per cent 
of the new com m itteem en are in favor 
of the nomination of Frank D. Stal- 
naker for m ayor and that ex Mayor 
Bookwalter was beaten to a standstill, 
but Bookwalter declares with equal 
confidence that he uas beaten Stalna- 
ker and hts form er lieutenants and 
will control the new machinery. 
Not­ 
w ithstanding that the leaders on each 
side issued public statem ents predict­ 
ing th at corrupt methods would be 
used, the prim aries passed off with no 
more trouble than ordinarily expected. 
Bookwalter’s form er machine, which 
is now’ working for Stalnaker, con­ 
trolled the election boards, and It was 
charged at Bookwalter’s headquarters 
that he did not receive a fair deal in 
m any precincts. 
In H arry N. Gates’ 
precinct in the Third ward it is said 
that the ballot-box was stuffed and 
more votes counted for Stalnaker than 
the pol I-books showed. 
G ates was one 
of 
Bookwalter’s 
former 
lieutenants, 
against whom there was a revolt in 
the last election. 
In many other pre­ 
cincts 
Bookwalter says there 
were 
flagrant violations of the election laws, 
but in spite of them he estim ates that 
he carried a m ajority of the precincts. 


E. E. Neal of Noblesville was here 
today. 
He is a candidate for the Re­ 
publican nomination for clerk of the 
suprem e and appellate courts. 
His 
only opponent now is Edward Fitz­ 
patrick of Portland 
They w ere candi­ 
dates four years ago when Robert A. 
Brown of this city was renominated. 
Both have been active candidates since 
their defeat. 
Neal is very hopeful of 
being able to land the place this time. 
H e will have the Ninth district to start 
with, which is one of the most im port­ 
ant districts in the state 
Neal was 
formerly a m em ber of the legislature, 
and during his two term s he gave 
the railroad lobby m ore trouble than 
half the members. 
He was the father 
of a two-cent-a-mile bill th at was only 
defeated after a long-drawn-out strug­ 
gle. 
No one since N eal’s tim e has had 
the nerve to push the matter. 


Elam Neal of Jonesboro and C. C. 
Lyons of Fairm ount, well-known Elev­ 
enth district Republicans, were here 
today calling on their friends. 
Neal 
has been designated for appointm ent 
as successor to Am brose E. Nowlin as 
collector for the Law renceburg reve­ 
nue district. 
He does not know when 
he will step into Nowlin’s shoes, but 
probably not until the first of the year. 
The headquarters of the district will 
be removed from Law renceburg to In­ 
dianapolis as soon as the new’ federal 
building is completed.

W inona Lake, Ind., May 27.— A pop­ 
ular m eeting for laymen was held in 
connection with the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church in session 
here, at which Justice H arlan of the 
United States suprem e court presided. 
John ii. Converse, president of the 
Baldwin Locomotive works, was one 
of the speakers. 
A m essage was read from President 
Roosevelt, who sent greetings to the 
general assembly through H enry B. F. 
M aeFarland, president of the board of 
com missioners of the D istrict of Col­ 
umbia. 
The president expressed the 
hope that the day would soon come 
when all branches of the Presbyterian 
church w'ould be united into one great 
body, and the assem bly gave its ap­ 
proval In prolonged applause. 
One of the most heated discussions 
of the general 
assem bly since the 
m eetings began, was caused by th' 
proposal to adopt the report of th 
Rev. H enry Vandyke, chairm an of th 
com m ittee on forms and services for 
the church. 
Violent opposition to the 
adoption of his book developed. 
The 
Rev. Vandyke made a strong speech 
in favor of a d o r in g a book of forms to 
be used by the m inisters during ser­ 
vice. 
His radical view and talk, while 
having the support of most of the com­ 
missioners, was hissed several times. 
The whole question was finally sent 
back to com m ktce to report to the 
next general assembly.
